_ Out of the welter of financial and economic difficulties and problems 
* Rew troubling a confused world,—and which are directly or indirectly the 
outcome and aftermath of the Great War,—there has emerged one great 
question which now begins to overshadow all others, because all others. 
bound up in it. That question may be summed up in the words: 
Democracy failed? Are democratic forms of government incapable of. 


cessfully dealing with conditions as they now exist in most countries and in a 


e world at large? * 

The Great War. we were told, was a war to end war; a-war to save 
civilization; a war to protect democracy from autocracy. Nevertheless ir 
actual results as we see them throughout the world today, there is now more 
talk of war than there was in the early months of 1914: there are more. 
people who question whether civilization was saved, or can be saved; there 
is more of the autocratic in government than was the case during a half 
century before the war. 


The question, therefore, that most naturally is disturbing the minds of 
all thoughtful people is: Whither are we drifting? What is to be the out- 
come of the présent drift? Is it impossible under democratic forms of gov- 
ernment to solve present problems, and, in order to solve them, is it neces- 
sary that new systems and forms of government be set up? 

Four great nations are today under openly acknowledged dictatorships, 
Russia, Italy, Germany and Austria. Parliamentary institutions are either 
wholly abolished or susperided in all these countries. Under stress of existing 
financial and economic emergencies, greater powers have been granted to a 
Democratic President in the United States by a Congress under control of 
the Democratic party than were ‘even dreamed of a few years ago. In Can- 

‘ada certain emergency powers have been conferred upon a Conservative 


Government, while in Great Britain a union of members of all parties exists | 


under the name of a National Government. 


There is, however, this difference as between Russia, Germany, Italy, 
Austria, and the. United States, Canada, Great Britain, that whereas in the 
first four named countries’ parliamentary government is, for the time being 
at least, abolished, in the latter named countries Parliaments still retain full 
control of the situation and can at any time ‘withdraw the powers granted by 
them to their respective governments. ' 

It. would, however, be idle to deny that there is an under-current of 
opinion existing in the ranks of all political groups’ to a greater or less de- 
gree that present representative forms of government have not measured 
up as well as it was expected they would, should and could, to the needs 


of the time. As a result, ifitelligent men and’ women are asking whether the | 


fault lies in the free democratic system itself, or whether it lies rather in 
the failure of those who for the time being are the leaders and representa- 
tives of the people under that system to adequately meet the responsibilities

, If we cherish our present democratic institutions of government, if we 
want to retain them, we must as a people prove ourselves worthy of .them. 
We must think for ourselves and act intelligently. Otherwise some person 
will arise and assume to himself the autocratic power to think, and act for us.

Of the sweet clovers, the yellow blossomed tvpe has 
a quicker “comeback” than the common white varieties 
and thus is more likely to withstand heavy pasturing. 

At present none of the species of mixtures give con- 
tinous pasture from early spring until late fall. _ It is, 
therefore,‘essential that some supplementary pasture be 
provided. Oats an dfall rye in combination at the rate 
of two bushels of oats to one of fall rye is being used for 
this purpose at Brandon and with very satisfactory. re- 
sults. The mixture is sewn early in the spring ahd may 
be pastured fairly early and for a considerable time. 
Further supplementary pasture is obtained b vutilizing 
. portion of the land seeded down to sweet clover for 
hay. This practice has made it possible during t:.2 criti- 
cal early-summer season and to prolong its. usefulness.—

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Canada Must, Have Remedy, for, Inflation.

Bonds upon bonds have been issued,—federal, pro- 
vincial and municipal,—until the interest obligations ex- 
ceed the interest-paying capacity of the nation. This is 
inflation; and a dangerous kind of inflation, because the 
interest keeps running on and-increasing the weight of 
obligation on the assets of the citizens;’ particularly on 
the real estate assets, including homes and farms, 

There must be a remedy, and as there is only one: 
remedy available, that is the remedy which must be uséd 
whether we like it or not. 

This single available remedy is to pay off the bonds in 
Canadian legal tender; so as'to lift the burden of interest 
subject to. the provision that legal tender must be made 
sound money by placing behind it an adequate sinking 
fund secured by unchangeable assignment of revenue in 
each instance—and of federal, provincial or municipal 
revenue according to the kind of bonds redeemed—the 
bondholder gets exactly what was contracted to be paid 
to him, viz., the face of his bond in legal tender—sound

‘he Court of Appeal in England and the Supreme 
Court of the United States have definitely held that the 
effect of the clause requiring the payment of any sum, 
(say $1,000) and containing the further clause calling for 
gold coin of standard weight and value does not deprive 
the debtor of the right to pay in legal tender. Any other 
decision would destroy the value of the bonds entirely —- 
because there is no gold available to pay interest, let 
alone principal, 

There is no answer to the immediate necessity for 
effective action to cut down the interest burden unless 
this is done there will be a destruction of asset values by 
the growing inflation to'an extent which will bring con-:- 
quences beyond remedy, 

The Dominion Parliament and the Provincial Legis- 
latures have full power to co-operate in the necessary 
legislature. The lifting of a load of around a million 
dollars a day from the taxpayers will have the effect of 
paying off a first mortgage on all the commercial and 
real estate assets in Canada; and it will be lifting a load 
by sound and honest payme nt. . 

No argument against this is worth listening to—be- 
cause there is no other way to make payment. There is 
immediate necessity to pay and thereby stop the ravages 
of inflation; there is an honest and practicable method of 
payment available; there is no’ other method, and a» 
possibility of any other method becoming available. The 
conclusion is that immediate action should be taken to 
restore the value of the commercial and real estate 
values throughout Canada. In the “present state. of. 
party membership in the Parliament ef Canada, a state- 
ment on behalf of the Government of Canada, made by 
the Prime Minister in definite terms would be sufficient 
to convince the public that the inflation load is about to:

German Diplomacy 

Noel Panter, British correspondent 
at Munich who was put in prison 
for describing heavily armed Storm 
Troopers in a Hitler review, symbol- 
izes not only the efforts to throttle 
the press in the Reich and foreign 
hewspaper men ag well, but the ob- 
stinate, almost cheerful, Hitlerite de- 
termination to make as many enemies 
as possible in the rest of the world. 

This is not a new phenomenon. It 
has been characteristic of German dip- 
lomacy, in many. respects, for sixty 
years and has caused incalculable 
harm to the German nation. Hitler 
tells his people that they are “ringed 
about by foes” and proceeds to make 
more enemies for Germany. at every 
turn with his idiotic persecution of 
the Jews; the toleration, until lately, 
of attacks upon peaceful foreigners in 
Germany and now this persecution of 
a reporter who, in describing merely 
what he saw, has-“injured” the Hitler- 
ites by adding a few new facts to the 
growing. accumulation +that- shows 
they really are turning Germany into 
an armed camp.—New York Evening 
Post.

“Hidden 
among its secrets ar, the possibili- 
ties of forecasting “outbreaks and 
taking measures for their prevention 
vr mitigation, predicting their pro- 
gress and providing for’ ‘eontrol or 
salvage, and laying intelligent plang 
of management for obtaining a mea- 
sure of insect immunity. 

“Certain of our well-known forest 
insects have . appeared in ‘extensive 
outbreaks at more or less regular 
intervals. The tent caterpillars, the 
fall webworm ‘and the birch leaf 
skeletonizer will serve ag examples. 
During the past: 40 years, extensive 
outbreaks of the birch leaf skeleton- 
izer have occurred in the forests of 
Eastern Canada at intervals of al- 
most exactly 10 years and have 
lasted approximately three years be- 
fore subsiding. In the cas, of some 
insects, the parasites, predators and 
diseagzas appear to play a part in 
maintaining this periodicity; with 
others the outbreaks may be depen- 
dent on the development of a new 
food supply, either through growth 
or by the overthrow of timber in 
windstorms, or by other causes 
which may present a measure of real 
or apparent regularity.
